William H. Kirby was given a hear- 


ing before Judge Franklin in the First 
District Court on Friday ou a charge of 
manslaughter in causing the death of 
Thomas Kred Allen on July 15. The 
defendant was represented by Mr. 1'". 
K. Nolan as counsel. The hearing waa 
ijiirte long drawn out, the defence mak- 
ing an ellbrt in secure an acquittal iu 
the lower court. The circumstances of 
the aflair were detailed at considerable 
length and Kirby made a very favora- 
ble impression upon the crowd in the 
courtroom. At the close of the hear- 
ing Judge Franklin adjudged the de- 
fendant probably guilty aud lit was 
bound over to await the actiou of the 
grand jury in the superior court which 
meets-on the first .Monday in October.

Chicago, Aug. 4.—Gamblers Intent oo 


playing th» rac«§ and poliwuieo de- 
termined to prevent til race track bet- 
ting on Lake Michigan furnished an 
«cirtn« itruggle between law anil 
sport. 
Policemen and gambltrs raced 


around the lak«, flr»t into Michigan 
water*, theu clote to tbe stores of Il- 
linois and then into the jurisdiction of 
Indtnua. 


Chief of Police Colllni announced 


thru b« wc'uld no longer permit tli» 
operation of the floating poolroom City 
of Trarene and that h* would arrest 
nil uieu who attempted to board the 
tteauier, saying that they were about 
to commit an Illegal act which brought 
them within police jurisdiction. 


The gauibleri yesterday caused th» 


•learner City of Traverse to be run out 
into the lake, where she lay waiting 
tor the cargo of bettors. 
Large de- 


tails of police guarded the approaches 
to fill the docks from which the gam- 
blers might make their way 
to the 


Jake. It wa« the expectation of the au- 
thorities that the bettori would learn 
Chicago on the City of Traverse, but 
instead of 
this a 
small excursion 


steamer, the Eagle, had been chartered 
and the gamblers, walking past the po- 
lice, embarked and 
started for 
the 


City of Traverse. 
The police were 


powerless to intercept any of the "ex- 
cursionists," as they called themselves, 
and watched them sail away. 


The announced program of the man- 


agers of tb« floating poolroom waa that 
all passengers would be landed at 
Ninety-Second street, where the Calu- 
met river empties iuto Lake Michigan. 
Chief Collins, balked In bis attempt to 
prevent th* sailing of the gamblers on 
the Eagle, transferred his force* to 
Klnety-Second street and posted them 
along the shore In such manner that It 
would have been impossible for .any 
man from tt» City,of TraverW or tbe 
Bogle to set foot on shore: and encapt 
arrest. Laftt evening the Eagl«Bteain- 
fd into the river at South Chicago 
loaded with ^OU men who were anxious 
to reach shore..

In chase. The Eagle 
steadily drew 


away from the tug and, after a run of 
10 miles,, the police turned back and 
returned to South Chicago. The Eagle 
continued its course and landed at In- 
diana Harbor, from where all of its 
paasengers made their way to Chicago 
by train.

Itnnch on me In at South Chicago bear- 
inf a number of gamblers 
from

City of Travers* and several Usher- 
mtn. All the passengers on the launch 
wtrt lined up on the pier and com- 
pelled to 8t*nd In a hnvy ruin while 
to* police weeded out tbe fishermen 
from the "excursionists."

Chief CoIHns declared himself disap-
